*Mr. CAPEHART. I am delighted that 
the author of the bill is accepting the 
amendment. It is very important. I 
think I am opposed to the bill, but I 
wish to see this amendment in it. 

Mr. SPARKMAN. I should like to 
speak very briefly on the bill. 

First, at the beginning of the 83d Con- 
gress, I introduced a bill to provide for 
this same type of legislation. It so hap- 
pened that on the same day the Senator 
from Montana I Mr. Mansfield ! intro- 
duced a similar bill. I think it may be 
t 0 ^$i:^ting to know the origin of the 
idea so far Its T w5& ddhCfcrned; — 

One day I received a letter from the 
then Governor of my State, Governor 
Persons, with which he enclosed a letter 
which a lady had written him, attach- 
ing a newspaper story about the dreadful 
epidemic of deaths of young children 
as the result of crawling into deserted 
iceboxes and refrigerators and having 
the door close on them, resulting in their 
suffocation. She asked if something 
could not be done about it. 

The governor sent the message to me. 
I wrote the lady and told her that I was 
referring the matter to Representative 
Roberts, of Alabama, oh the House side, 
and asking him to introduce a bill. I 
told her that I would introduce* a sim- 
ilar bill in the Senate. That was done; 
and on the same day I introduced my 
bill, the Senator from Montana intro- 
duced a similar bill. 

Mr. MANSFIELD. Mr. President, will 
the Senator yield? 

Mr. SPARKMAN. Let me go one step 
r fur flier, theft T shall be glad to yield. 

In that Congress, on July 7, 1954, a 
subcommittee under the chairmanship 
Of the distinguished Senator from Con- 
|McJicut lMr. Pcrtell] conducted hear- 
ln3. ft wa 5 deeded at that time — and I 
think we all concurred in the decision — 
that jhe^ industry, the manufacturers, 
had not'move^ far Enough into their 
studies ft 'techniques relating to these 
safety devices to justify our requiring 
them at that time to install such devices. 
So instead of reporting a biU, the com- 
mittee reported a Senate resolution 
which called attention to the need, and 
the fact that the industry had not moved 
far enough, but; at the same time sug- 
gested to the cities and States through- 


out the country that they enaH ordi n- 
ances to take care of discarded icebox :s. 

In this Congress hearings vere rot 
conducted on the Senate side, but w» re 
conducted on the House side. A god 
many of the manufacturers shewed U at 
they had perfected devices, and that U ev 
are actually now marketing efrige a- 
tors with such devices. So the hill pas 'ed 
the House with an amendment sugges ed 
by one of the large builders, that the t; me 
be extended to a year and 90 & ys. 

The effect of the amendment of he 
Senator from Indiana is to len then i tat 
period by 9 months, making t 2 ye-i-rs. 
So the manufacturers will te given 2 
year's grace, within which to erm ply with 
the regulation!; which may be issued, bj 
the Secretary of Commerce.
